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Wyoming  Doubles  Summer 
Feeding  Program 

The  summer  feeding  program  presented  a 
real  challenge  to  staff  of  Wyoming's 
Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Services  (DHSS) :  Could  an  agency  whose 
focus  was  health  programs  stretch  its 
small  staff  to  operate  a  totally 
unfamiliar  program?  During  the  first 
summer  of  operation,  DHSS  staff  proved 
they  were  equal  to  the  challenge  by 
doubling  the  number  of  sponsors  and 
tripling  the  number  of  children 
participating. 

Formerly  operated  by  the  Mountain 
Plains  Regional  Office,  the  summer 
program  was  assumed  by  the  Wyoming 
agency  this  year.  Much  of  the  success 
of  the  new  leadership  is  attributable 
to  Mary  Capra,  a  nutrition  services 
program  consultant,  who  put  a  great 
deal  of  hard  work  into  an  effective 
outreach  effort  to  recruit  reliable 
sponsors  to  run  the  program. 

Capra's  early  efforts  involved  writing 
letters  and  personally  contacting 
potential  sponsors  while  making  WIC- 
related  visits.  Publicity  was 
generated  through  media  announcements 
to  19  newspapers  and  radio  stations  in 
nine  areas.  The  campaign  doubled  the 
number  of  sponsoring  organizations  from 
two  to  four.  Summer  sites  have  been 
operating  this  year  in  Cheyenne, 
Laramie,  and  Fremont  County,  including 
the  Northern  Arapahoe  Indian  Tribe. 

Last  year's  regional  office- 
administered  program  served  6,200  meals 
and  supplements  in  June.  This  year, 
Wyoming  sponsors  served  over  19,600 
meals  and  supplements  during  the  same 
month. 

Capra's  plans  to  inprove  next  summer's 
program  are  already  under  way.  Having 


piqued  the  interest  of  other 
communities,  she  will  follow  up  with 
more  program  information.

Child  Nutrition  Training  for 
New  Pacific  Island  Nations 

The  school  food  service  coordinators 
frcm  the  three  nations  formed  by  the 
Compact  of  Free  Association,  the  chief 
of  food  services  for  the  former  Trust 
Territory,  and  representatives  frcm 
American  Samoa,  attended  3  days  of 
training  cn  child  nutrition  program 
administration.  The  training  prepared 
the  representatives  from  the  new 
nations  of  the  Republic  of  Palau,  the 
Federated  States  of  Micronesia,  and  the 
Republic  of  the  Marshall  Islands  to 
take  over  operation  of  the  programs. 

The  officials  will  oversee  the  phaseout 
of  FNS  programs  over  the  next  3  years, 
and  the  establishment  of  local  programs 
to  replace  them. 

Members  of  the  Western  Region  food 
distribution,  child  nutrition,  and 
financial  management  staffs  provided 
the  training  which  discussed  FNS 
program  operation  in  general  and  how 
the  Compact  of  Free  Association  will 
affect  the  programs. 

The  training  was  videotaped  so  that 
coordinators  will  have  a  record  of 
the  presentations  as  a  reference,  as 
well  as  a  convenient  means  by  which  to 
share  the  training  with  their  staff.
